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Kerry links better US-Vietnam ties to rights on anniversary

HANOI, Vietnam (AP) — 

U.S. Secretary of State 
John Kerry on Friday cel¬ 
ebrated the 20th anniver¬ 
sary of normalized relations 
between the United States 
and Vietnam but said ties 
would not reach their full 
potential without improve¬ 
ments in the communist 
nation's human rights re¬ 
cord. 

Speaking in Hanoi, Ker¬ 
ry extolled the virtues of 
reconciling with former en¬ 
emies and lauded the ex¬ 
plosive growth in U.S.-Viet¬ 
namese trade, education¬ 
al exchanges and security 
cooperation over the past 
two decades. Yet, he said 
concerns remained, nota¬ 
bly over freedoms of press, 
speech and assembly, la¬ 
bor rights and political pris¬ 
oners. While some progress 
has been made, more is 
needed, he said. He add¬ 
ed that the U.S. is willing to 
help in those areas but that 
without significant positive 
steps, a U.S. ban on sup¬ 
plying lethal weaponry 
to Vietnam will remain in 
place. 

“Progress on human rights 
and the rule of law will pro¬ 
vide the foundation for a 
deeper and more sustain¬ 
able strategy and strate¬ 
gic partnership between 
the United States and 
Vietnam,” Kerry said in a 
speech to civic and busi¬ 
ness leaders at a Hanoi ho¬ 
tel. “Only you can decide 


the pace and the direction 
of the process of building 
this partnership. But I am 
sure you have noticed that 
America’s closest partner- 


Minh noted that judicial re¬ 
forms are underway as is 
the repeal or amendment 
of controversial laws that 
many saw as violations of 


have competing claims 
with China over areas of 
the South China Sea, and 
has sought U.S. support for

To show solidarity with Viet¬ 
nam, the Obama admin¬ 
istration last year partially 
lifted a ban on arms sales 
to Vietnam, allowing the 
U.S. to supply Hanoi with 
Coast Guard craft and as¬ 
sociated equipment. U.S. 
officials say Washington is 
exploring other ways to as¬ 
sist Vietnam in bolstering its 
maritime law enforcement 
capabilities short of supply¬ 
ing lethal assistance. 

Kerry, a Vietnam veteran, 
was in Hanoi wrapping up 
a five-nation tour of the 
Middle East and Southeast 
Asia that has been dogged 
by domestic U.S. debate 
over the Iran nuclear deal. 
He said the Vietnam War 
was the result of a “most 
profound failure of diplo¬ 
matic insight and political 
vision.” 

And he lamented that cur¬ 
rent discussions have often 
focused on fhe alleged ne¬ 
cessity of conflict. 
“Standing here today. I'm 
reminded of conversations 
I’ve had recently with peo¬ 
ple who talk almost casu¬ 
ally about the prospect of 
war with one country or 
another. And I'm tempted 
to say: ‘You don't have the 
first idea of what you’re 
talking about’,” Kerry said 
in his speech. 

“For sure, there are times 
when one may have no 
choice but to go to war, 
but it is never something to 
rush to or accept without 
exploring every other avail¬ 
able option,” he said.Q

France expands hunt for debris in week-long Reunion search

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
(AP) — A French search 
plane lifted off Friday for a 
bird’s-eye view of Reunion 
Island, seeking any more 
potential debris from Ma¬ 
laysia Airlines Flight 370. 
French authorities said Fri¬ 
day they’ve launched a 
one-week-long operation 
with boats and aircraft 
scouring the Indian Ocean 
island, where a wing frag¬ 
ment was discovered nine 
days ago. Malaysian offi¬ 
cials say it came from the 
missing Boeing 777 but 
investigators from other 


countries are being more 
cautious. 

The prefect of the French 
overseas department, 
Dominique Sorain, said Fri¬ 
day that the search would 
cover an area 120 kilome¬ 
ters (75 miles) by 40 kilome¬ 
ters (25 miles) around the 
east coast — where the 
2-meter-long wing frag¬ 
ment was found. 

Sorain said other objects 
have been found on the 
island’s beaches since last 
week and have been re¬ 
moved for examination, 
but he said officials “don't 
know” if these belong to a 
plane. 


There remained a dif¬ 
ference of opinion be¬ 
tween Malaysian officials 
and their counterparts in 
France, the U.S. and Aus¬ 
tralia over whether the 
wing part, known as a fla- 
peron, was definitely from 
Flight 370. 

In Beijing, about 30 Chi¬ 
nese relatives of Flight 
370 passengers marched 
Friday to the Malaysian 
Embassy hoping to talk to 
an official about why Ma¬ 
laysia had confirmed the 
part came from the plane 
when French investiga¬ 
tors had not. They scuffled 
briefly with police, who 


blocked the relatives from 
approaching the mission. 
Some criticism came from 
within Malaysia itself. Op¬ 
position lawmaker Liew 
Chin Tong said in a state¬ 
ment that Transport Minis¬ 
ter Liow Tiong Lai must ex¬ 
plain “the haste and hurry” 
to declare the wreckage 
came from Flight 370. 

"A quick conclusion will 
not do justice to the next 
of kin of the victims,” he 
said. 

An official in Prime Min¬ 
ister Najib Razak’s office 
who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because 
he was not authorized to 


discuss the difference of 
opinion said the Malaysian 
government owes it to the 
public and the families of 
those on the plane to re¬ 
veal what it knows and to 
deliver the news first. 

“It is our plane and we 
know it best. Since the 
French is the investigating 
team here, they do not 
want to take our word for it 
and they want to do more 
tests — that is fine with us,” 
the official said. “We are 
accustomed to criticism 
from day one, but please 
give us credit because we 
are doing our best to cope

gressional oversight. 

But Democrats in the House 
and Senate said they re¬ 
mained confident that a 
sufficient number would 
ensure Obama’s deal sur¬ 
vives. 

“House and Senate Repub¬ 
licans have enough votes 
to pass a resolution of dis¬ 
approval next month, but 
Obama is widely expected 
to veto that resolution and 
Republicans will then try to 
overturn the veto. 

Faced with uniform Re¬ 
publican opposition, the 
administration has target¬ 
ed Democrats, and 21 of 
the 188 House Democrats 
have announced their sup¬ 
port while nine oppose the 
deal. 

Coupled with the court¬ 
ing of Democrats, Obama 
has lashed out at Repub¬ 
lican critics of the pact, 


saying hardliners chanting 
“Death to America” in Teh¬ 
ran are “making common 
cause with the Republican 
caucus.” Senate Majority 
Leader Mitch McConnell, 
a Republican, called on 
Obama to stop demon¬ 
izing foes of the deal, but 
the president reiterated his 
assessment. “The reason 
that Mitch McConnell, and 
the rest of the folks in his 
caucus who opposed this 
jumped out and opposed 
this before they even read 
it, before it was even post¬ 
ed, is reflective of an ideo¬ 
logical commitment not to 
get a deal done," Obama 
said in a CNN interview that 
aired Friday. "In that sense 
they do have much more 
in common with the hard¬ 
liners who are much more 
satisfied with the status 
quo.”Q

3 Senate Democrat and 
party leader-in-waiting in 
that chamber, would trig¬ 
ger a rush of Democratic 
opposition to the interna¬ 
tional accord, which aims 


to curb Iran's nuclear pro¬ 
gram in exchange for bil¬ 
lions of dollars in relief from 
crippling economic sanc¬ 
tions. 

In fact, just hours after 
Schumer’s late Thursday 
statement, Sen. Tammy 
Baldwin and Vermont inde¬ 
pendent and presidential 
candidate Bernie Sanders 
endorsed the deal, bring¬ 
ing the number of Senate 
backers to 15. 

Still, another New Yorker, 
Rep. Eliot Engel, the top 
Democrat on the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, 
and an additional Demo¬ 
cratic member of the pan¬ 
el, Brad Sherman of Califor¬ 
nia, joined Schumer Friday 
in opposing the deal.

He left the White House 
on Friday with his wife, 
Michelle, and teenage 
daughters Malia and Sa¬ 
sha, instead of on Saturday 
as initially planned. 

Obama sounded jovial as 
he wrapped up his duties 
in the White House Friday 
and anticipated his get¬ 
away. “I know you’ll miss 
me,” he joked to reporters 
after signing a bill preserv¬ 
ing wilderness land in Ida¬ 
ho. 

Obama plans no pub¬ 
lic events during the 17 
days he will spend on the 
island situated south of 
Cape Cod and known as 
a summer hangout for the 
wealthy. The vacation will 
be his sixth on the Vineyard 
since taking office in 2009. 


Obama skipped a trip to 
the island during his 2012 
re-election campaign. 

He was returning to the 
same secluded estate he 
rented last year, a seven- 
bedroom, nine-bathroom 
property in Chilmark, on 
the western part of the is¬ 
land, and valued at $12 
million, according to local 
news reports. The prop¬ 
erty’s amenities include a 
dual basketball and tennis 
court. 

With no official appear¬ 
ances on the schedule, 
Obama will spend his time 
away from Washington 
dabbling in his usual va¬ 
cation activities: leisurely 
rounds of golf, beach out¬ 
ings, hikes and bike rides 
with the family, and dinner 
with Mrs. Obama at some 
of the island’s top restau¬ 
rants.

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Holmes gets life term after jury fails to agree on execution

CENTENNIAL, Colorado 
(AP) — Colorado theater 
shooter James Holmes will 
be sentenced to life in 
prison without parole after 
a jury failed to agree Fri¬ 
day on whether he should 
get the death penalty for 
his murderous attack on a 
packed movie premiere. 
The nine women and three 
men said they could not 
reach a unanimous verdict 
on each of the 24 murder 
counts. That automati¬ 
cally eliminates the death 
penalty for Holmes, who 
blamed his calculated 
murders of 12 people on 
mental illness. 

Prosecutors argued Holmes 
deserved to die because 
he methodically planned 
the 2012 assault at a mid¬ 
night screening of a Bat¬ 
man movie, even blasting 
techno music through ear 
phones so he wouldn’t 
hear his victims scream. 

The verdict came as a 
surprise. The same jury re¬ 
jected Holmes’ insanity de¬ 
fense, finding him capable 
of understanding right from 
wrong when he carried out 
the attack. It also quickly 
determined that the hei¬ 
nousness of Holmes’ crimes 
outweighed his mental ill¬ 
ness in a prior step that 


brought them closer to the 
death penalty. 

As the verdict was read, 
Holmes’ mother Arlene, 
who had pleaded for ju¬ 
rors to spare her son’s life, 
leaned her head against 
her husband’s shoulder 
and began sobbing. Tears 
broke out across the court¬ 
room. In the back, Au¬ 
rora police officers who 
responded to the bloody 


scene of Holmes’ attacks 
began crying. 

The defense countered 
that his schizophrenia led 
to a psychotic break, and 
that powerful delusions 
drove him to carry out one 
of the nation’s deadliest 
mass shootings. At least one 
juror agreed — a verdict of 
death must be unanimous. 
Jurors deliberated for about 
six and a half hours over 


two days before deciding 
on Holmes’ sentence. 

They reached their deci¬ 
sion after the judge grant¬ 
ed their request earlier Fri¬ 
day to re-watch a graphic 
crime scene video taken 
immediately after the mas¬ 
sacre. The 45 minutes of 
footage, played during the 
trial, shows 10 bodies lying 
amid spent shell casings, 
popcorn and blood. 


There was never any 
question during the gruel¬ 
ing, four-month trial as to 
whether Holmes was the 
killer. Holmes meekly sur¬ 
rendered outside the the¬ 
ater, where police found 
him clad head-to-toe in 
combat gear. 

The trial hinged instead on 
the question of whether a 
mentally ill person should 
be held legally and mor¬ 
ally culpable for an act of 
unspeakable violence. 

It took jurors only about 12 
hours of deliberations to 
decide the first part — they 
rejected his insanity de¬ 
fense and found him guilty 
of 165 felony counts. 

The defense then con¬ 
ceded his guilt, but insist¬ 
ed during the sentencing 
phase that his crimes were 
caused by the psychotic 
breakdown of a mentally 
ill young man, reducing his 
moral culpability and mak¬ 
ing a life sentence appro¬ 
priate. 

The jury’s final decision 
came after days of tearful 
testimony from relatives of 
the slain. 

The case could have end¬ 
ed the same way more 
than two years ago, when 
Holmes offered to plead 
guilty if he could avoid the 
death penalty. □ 


Man pleads not guilty to shooting family who stopped to help 


HELENA, Montana (AP) 

— An 18-year-old man 
accused of shooting a 
family who stopped to 
help him on the Crow tribal 
reservation pleaded not 
guilty Friday to murder and 
assault charges. 

Jesus Deniz of Wyoming 
appeared at a four-minute 
hearing in Billings federal 
court. 

He entered his pleas to 
two counts of first-degree 


murder, assault with intent 
to commit murder, assault 
with a dangerous weapon 
and assault resulting in 
serious bodily injury. 

U.S. Marshals then took 
Deniz, also known as Jesus 
Deniz Mendoza, back into 
custody. 

Deniz is accused of killing 
51-year-old Jason Shane 
and 47-year-old Tana 
Shane on July 26 when 
they and their daughter. 


Jorah Shane, offered to 
help what they believed 
was a stranded motorist in 
the small town of Pryor. 

The gunman pointed a 
rifle at the family, ordered 
them out of their vehicle 
and demanded money, 
according to an FBI 
statement included with 
the criminal complaint filed 
after Deniz’s arrest. 

When they told him they 
had no money, he ordered 


them to walk away from 
the car and then opened 
fire, the FBI statement said. 
The couple was killed on 
the roadside, and their 
daughter was shot as she 
ran away, the statement 
said. 

Deniz told FBI agents he 
shot the family because he 
was getting tired of waiting 
around and because the 
daughter laughed at him, 
the criminal complaint said. 


Deniz’s public defender did 
not immediately return a 
call for comment Friday. 
The murder charges carry a 
mandatory sentence of life 
in prison upon conviction, 
and the assault charges 
each have maximum 
prison terms between 10 to 
20 years. 

The case is in federal court 
because the victims are 
Native Americans on a 
tribal reservation. □

ATLANTA (AP) — Billionaire 
presidential candidate 
Donald Trump's refusal 
to say he would support 
the Republican’s even¬ 
tual nominee should it not 
be him, grabbed the top 
headlines from the first 
debate of the 2016 cam¬ 
paign, overshadowing 
some of the party’s biggest 
stars and creating space 
for some new faces to 
shine. 

Undaunted, the crowded 
field of Republican presi¬ 
dential candidates hustled 
back before voters Friday, 
hoping to build on mo¬ 
mentum — and clean up 
any debate-night messes 
left behind. 

“It’s not easy with 10 peo¬ 
ple debating,” said Jeb 
Bush, referring to the can¬ 
didates leading in the polls 
who were invited to the 
main debate, seven more 
participated in a pre-de- 
bate forum. 

Bush, a former Florida gov¬ 
ernor who enjoys the sup¬ 
port of the Republican es¬ 
tablishment despite being 
outpolled by Trump, said, 
“I don’t view debating as 
a question of winning and 
losing. It’s the cumulative 
effect of shaping people’s 
opinions of who you are 
that matters over the long 
haul.” 

After Thursday night’s de¬ 
bate, a long haul is what 
the Republicans appear to 
be in for. 

With Trump showing no 
signs of letting up, and 
none of the other 16 Re¬ 


publicans in the race ready 
to concede anything after 
just one debate, the con¬ 
test for the party nomina¬ 
tion is an unsettled affair 
that's just getting started. 
And the voters seem to be 
loving the show. 

Thursday night’s debate 
wasn’t just the most- 
watched program in the 
history of Fox News Chan¬ 
nel, it drew more than 
twice as many views as the 
previous record-setter — 
the 2012 election night. 
Undoubtedly, the reason 
for the record ratings was 
Trump. 

He was back on TV Friday 
morning, telling the morn¬ 
ing talk shows he couldn’t 
recall insulting women in 


the past — rejecting the 
premise of a debate ques¬ 
tion posed by Fox News’ 
Megyn Kelly. 

“You know, some of the 
statements she made 
about the women, I don’t 
recognize those words 
whatsoever,” Trump said 
on ABC’s “Good Morning 
America.” ’’We’re going 
to take a very serious look 
at it.” 

He won’t have to look far. 
Trump's Twitter feed is sprin¬ 
kled with insults to women 
— and some men — tha- 
tuse words such as “dog,” 
’’ugly," "dumb," ’’stupid” 
and “disgusting.” In the 
early hours of Friday morn¬ 
ing, he also republished a 
tweet that referred to Kelly 


as a “bimbo.” 

New Jersey Gov. Chris 
Christie, Louisiana Gov. 
Bobby Jindal, former 
Hewlett-Packard CEO 
Carly Fiorina, Florida Sen. 
Marco Rubio and Former 
Texas Gov. Rick Perry were 
speaking Friday at the Red- 
State Gathering of conser¬ 
vative activists in Atlanta. 
Bush will be there Saturday 
— along with Texas Sen. 
Ted Cruz, former Arkansas 
Gov. Mike Huckabee and 
Wisconsin Gov. Scott Walk¬ 
er. 

Christie told the RedState 
crowd on Friday that his 
leadership of a Democrat¬ 
ic-leaning state makes 
him “battle tested for 
Washington.”□ 


Trump dominates Republican presidential debate 


CLEVELAND (AP)— A com¬ 
bative Donald Trump, the 
U.S. billionaire business- 
man-turned-presidential 
candidate, jolted the first 
Republican debate of the 
2016 campaign with his 
with his brash, confron¬ 
tational comments, but 
the event also served as 
a reminder that the race 
still remains leaderless and 
unsettled. 

Asked in the debate's 
opening minutes whether 
he could rule out running 
for America's top post 
as an independent can¬ 
didate, Trump declared 
Thursday night, "I will not 


make the pledge at this 
time.” He also refused 
to apologize for making 
crude comments about 
women, defended his 
changing policy positions 
and tangled with the de¬ 
bate moderators. 

Should Trump opt for a 
third-party run, he likely 
would split the Republican 
vote, making it more likely 
that Democrat frontrun¬ 
ner Hillary Rodham Clin¬ 
ton would win, giving her 
party a third straight term 
in in the White House. 
During the two-hour ses¬ 
sion Trump put to rest 
speculation that he 


would tone down his di¬ 
visive rhetoric that many 
expected would be ruin¬ 
ous to his campaign, but 
instead helped him rise 
quickly to the top of the 
polls. He brushed aside 
questions about his pub¬ 
lic denigration of women, 
explaining that he has no 
time for political correct¬ 
ness, and said he had 
done nothing but used 
American laws when four 
of his companies took 
bankruptcy. 

Trump was the only one of 
10 candidates to raise his 
hand when the Fox News 
hosts asked who would 


not pledge to support the 
eventual party nominee. 
Trump's refusal enraged 
Kentucky Sen. Rand Paul, 
who said Trump was “al¬ 
ready hedging his bets 
because he's used to 
buying politicians.” 
Through the remainder 
of the debate, the can¬ 
didates made little news, 
choosing instead to use 
their time to repeat al¬ 
ready well-known posi¬ 
tions. Only 10 of 17 Repub¬ 
lican candidates were in¬ 
vited to participate in the 
main event, with the re¬

Trump claims he 
can’t recall using 
frequent insults

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re¬ 
publican presidential front¬ 
runner Donald Trump said 
Friday he can't recall us¬ 
ing words such as “dog,” 
"fat” and “disgusting” to 
insult women he believes 
have slighted him, but such 
language litters his Twit¬ 
ter feed and other public 
comments he's made for 
years. 

Trump, a brash billionaire 
businessman and reality 
television star, dominated 
the first Republican tele¬ 
vision debate in the 2016 
campaign on Thursday 
with his eccentric and di¬ 
visive rhetoric. Among 
other remarks, he refused 
to apologize for making 
crude comments about 
women, saying he doesn’t 
have time for political cor¬ 
rectness. 

Fox News moderator 
Megyn Kelly asked Trump 
about his use of such lan¬ 
guage and whether it re¬ 
flected the "temperament 
of a man we should elect 
as president." 

Trump largely dismissed 
Kelly's question at the de¬ 
bate, and in a series of in¬ 
terviews Friday on network 
television, the billionaire 
businessman questioned 
whether he had actually 
used the words as Kelly had 
alleged. 

“You know, some of the 
statements she made 
about the women, I don’t 
recognize those words 
whatsoever,” Trump said 
on ABC's "Good Morning 
America.” "We're going to 
take a very serious look at 
it.” Trump has a long history 
of lobbing insults at those 
he feels have treated him 
unfairly, and advises those 
who buy his books to do 
the same. 

"For many years I’ve said 
that if someone screws 
you, screw them back,” 
he wrote in “Trump: How to 
Get Rich.” "When some¬ 
body hurts you, just go af¬ 
ter them as viciously and as 
violently as you can.” 

When doing so, he has 
repeatedly targeted 

women and their physical

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. job market just dem¬ 
onstrated that it may be 
nearing full health more 
than six years after the 
Great Recession — and 
showed why the Federal 
Reserve may be about to 
raise interest rates from re¬ 
cord lows. 

July marked the latest 
month in a streak of solid 
hiring, with employers add¬ 
ing 215,000 jobs and the 
unemployment rate hold¬ 
ing at a relatively low 5.3 
percent, the government 
said Friday. 

Monthly job growth has av¬ 
eraged 211,286 so far this 
year, a level suggesting 
that employers are con¬ 
fident the economy will 
continue to expand and 
require more workers in the 
coming months and years. 
The government also said 
employers added a total 
of 14,000 more jobs in May 
and June than previously 
estimated. 

“Another solid jobs report 
suggests the economy 
is gaining strength and 
keeps the Fed on track to 


raise rates as early as the 
next meeting,” in Septem¬ 
ber, Sal Guatieri, a senior 
economist at BMO Capital 
Markets, said in a research 
note. 

The Fed has held its key 
short-term rate near zero 
since the financial crisis 
of 2008 to try to energize 
borrowing, investing and 
spending. But now the 
Fed is close to concluding 
that the economy is strong 
enough to withstand high¬ 
er rates. 

Still, many Americans re¬ 
main anxious about the 
modest recovery. The 
economy's overall growth 
rate has remained lacklus¬ 
ter at an annualized pace 
of 1.5 percent in the first of 
half the year, and pay rais¬ 
es have been sluggish, with 
average hourly earnings 
in July up just 2.1 percent 
from a year earlier. 

Some of those misgivings 
were on display Thursday 
night at the first Republican 
presidential debate, where 
the candidates talked of 
simplifying the tax code, 
slashing regulations and 
easing the pressures on 
American workers result¬ 


ing from immigration and 
global trade. 

“The jobs that once sus¬ 
tained our middle class 
— they either don't pay 
enough or they are gone,” 
said Florida Sen. Marco Ru¬ 
bio, offering a perspective 
shared by many Demo¬ 


crats as well. 

Companies are laying off 
fewer and fewer workers, 
with the monthly average 
of people seeking unem¬ 
ployment benefits near a 
15-year low. At the same 
time, roughly 8.3 million 
Americans are looking for 


work, and many others 
have given up. 

Since the recession began 
in late 2007, 14.5 million 
people have left the job 
market, either abandon¬ 
ing their search for work, 
choosing to retire or stay¬ 
ing in school longerO 


Coffee company layoffs hit rebuilding Vermont town hard

WATERBURY, Vt. (AP) — For 

years, the company now 
known as Keurig Green 
Mountain provided well¬ 
paying, stable employ¬ 
ment in Vermont. That’s 
about to change. 

The company announced 
this week that the bulk of 
about 200 layoffs in the 
state would be in Water- 
bury, a town still rebuild¬ 
ing after the loss of about 
1,100 jobs four years ago 
when Tropical Storm Irene 


flooded the state. 

Local residents recognize 
the business fortunes of 
Keurig Green Mountain are 
beyond their control. 
Resident Theresa Wood, 
who helped rebuild the 
community after Irene, 
said everyone in Water- 
bury knows someone af¬ 
fected by the layoffs or at 
least knows someone who 
knows someone. 

She said the company, still 
known locally as Coffee 
Roasters, has provided de¬ 
pendable, well-paying jobs 


with good benefits that will 
be hard to replicate, even 
in a state with one of the 
lowest unemployment 
rates in the country. 

“Sort of the hometown feel 
of the company as they 
have grown in sales — they 
are not the small- medi¬ 
um-sized company that 
they used to be," Wood 
said. “They are corporate 
America now and this type 
of thing happens in corpo¬ 
rate America.” 

Before Tropical Storm 
Irene flooded Waterbury 


in August 2011, there were 
about 1,400 state govern¬ 
ment jobs spread through 
an aging, but picturesque 
complex on the south side 
of the community that was 
first built in the 19th century 
as the state’s psychiatric 
hospital, but evolved to 
become home to a num¬ 
ber of state agencies. 

The flooding caused the 
state to abandon most 
of those buildings, taking 
away all but about 300 of 
those jobs in the unflooded 
state public safety build¬ 


ing. 

On Wednesday, Keurig 
announced it was cutting 
about 330 jobs of a total 
of about 6,600 after disap¬ 
pointing sales numbers. 
Keurig said that before the 
layoffs it employed about 
2,000 in Vermont, but they 
wouldn't break those num¬ 
bers down by location. Be¬ 
fore the layoffs Vermont 
state Rep. Tom Stevens, a 
Democrat, said the com¬ 
pany employed between 
700 and 800 people in 
Waterbury.Q

Deadline passed 
for Croat held by IS 
militants in Egypt

CAIRO (AP) — Police 
searches and diplomatic 
efforts intensified over the 
fate of a Croatian hos¬ 
tage held in Egypt by Is¬ 
lamic State extremists, who 
threatened to kill him Fri¬ 
day if the government did 
not release imprisoned Is¬ 
lamist women. 

The group's Egyptian af¬ 
filiate said Wednesday 
that it would kill 30-year- 
old Tomislav Salopek in 48 
hours if the Egyptian gov¬ 
ernment did not release 
jailed “Muslim women" — 
a reference to those de¬ 
tained in the government’s 
crackdown on supporters 
of the Muslim Brotherhood 
and other Islamists. 

As extremist sympathizers 
noted the passage of the 
deadline on social media, 
Croatia's foreign minister, 
Vesna Pusic, met with her 
Egyptian counterpart in 
Cairo to press efforts. For¬ 
eign Minister Sameh Shour- 
ki's office pledged in state¬ 
ment that Egypt “will spare 
no effort” in the search for 
Salopek. 

No other information was 
immediately available 
about the fate of the hos¬ 
tage, a married father of 
two. In previous kidnap¬ 
ping situations involving 
the Islamic State group, 
deadlines have passed 
and videos of killings have 
appeared later. 

Salopek, a surveyor in the 
oil and gas industry work¬ 
ing with France’s CGG 
Ardiseis, was abducted 
in Cairo last month. The 
extremists’ videotaped 
demand, entitled “A Mes¬ 
sage to the Egyptian Gov¬ 
ernment,” was shot in the 
style of previous Islamic 
State propaganda videos 
in which they threaten and 
behead hostages.Q

The IS extremists overrun 
the heavily populated Qa¬ 
ryatain on Thursday, said 
the Britain-based Syrian 
Observatory for Human 
Rights and Syria-based ac¬ 
tivist Bebars al-Talawy. 
Osama Edward, director of 
the Christian Assyrian Net¬ 
work for Human Rights in 
Syria, told The Associated 
Press that about 60 Chris¬ 
tians were initially taken 
but that about half of them 
were released and had 
made it to nearby villages. 
Qaryatain lies in the middle 
of a triangle formed by the 
cities of Homs, Palmyra 
and Damascus. Activists 
say it has a mixed popula¬ 
tion of around 40,000 Sunni 
Muslims and Christians, as 
well as thousands of inter¬ 
nally displaced people 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — 

Police clashed with sup¬ 
porters of a Kurdish rebel 
group in southeastern Tur¬ 
key on Friday in a four-hour 
gunfight that killed three 
people, Turkey’s state-run 
news agency reported. 
Violence has flared be¬ 
tween the autonomy¬ 
seeking Kurdistan Workers' 
Party, or PKK, and Turkey’s 
security forces in the past 
two weeks, wrecking an 
already fragile peace 
process between the 
government and the reb¬ 
els. Turkey’s military has 
launched airstrikes against 


who had fled from Homs. 
The Observatory said that 
“dozens” of Christian were 
among the people ab¬ 
ducted, while al-Talawy 
put the number at 60. He 
said the rest of those ab¬ 
ducted, about 170 people, 
are Sunni Muslims.

The Anadolu Agency said 
PKK supporters fired at po¬ 
lice and workers who were 
called in to fill ditches that 
were dug to prevent po¬ 
lice from entering a neigh¬ 
borhood in the town of Si- 
lopi, near Turkey’s border 
with Iraq. 

The sides clashed for some 
four hours, during which 
three people died and a

Edward, the Assyrian ac¬ 
tivist, said IS appears to be 
preparing to attack the 
Christian town of Sadad, 
currently home to more 
than 4,000 Christian fami¬ 
lies, that was captured by 
al-Qaida’s fighters in 2013 
but was retaken by Syrian 
troop shortly afterward.

Amnesty International 
condemned the abduc¬ 
tions. Neil Sammonds, the 
London-based group's 
Syria researcher, said the

At least 36 people have 
now been killed in the re¬ 
newed violence. 

Also Friday, legislators from 
Turkey's pro-Kurdish party 
said that eight Iraqi civil¬ 
ians were killed in a Turkish 
airraid in northern Iraq last 
week, disputing the Turk¬ 
ish military’s claim that the 
area struck was a camp 
used by Kurdish rebels. 
Returning from a three- 
day fact-finding mission in 
northern Iraq, the legisla¬ 
tors told reporters that the 


abductions were “abhor¬ 
rent” and highlighted the 
“dreadful plight of civilians 
caught up in the conflict in 
the country.” 

“Every effort must be 
made to identify the per¬ 
petrators of these crimes 
and bring them to justice,” 
Sammonds added. 

The Turkey-based Syr¬ 
ian National Coalition, the 
main Western-backed op¬ 
position group, claimed 
that President Bashar 
Assad’s government fa¬ 
cilitated the capture of the 
religiously mixed Qarya¬ 
tain “in order to exploit the 
matter politically.” 
Christians make up about 
10 percent of Syria’s pre¬ 
war population of 23 mil¬ 
lion. In February, IS kid¬ 
napped more than 220 
Assyrian Christians, after 
overrunning several farm¬ 
ing communities on the 
southern bank of the Kha- 
bur River in the northeast¬ 
ern province of Hassakeh. 
Since then, only a few 
have been released and 
the fate of the others re¬ 
mains unknown.Q 


Turkish warplanes struck 
the town of Zargel on 
Aug. 1, also wounding at 
least 27 civilians. Six homes 
were totally destroyed 
and other buildings, in¬ 
cluding a mosque, were 
damaged, they said. 

The lawmakers said there 
were no rebel camps in 
the region and called for 
legal action against of¬ 
ficials responsible for the 
attack.

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Even with banks open, Greek firms paralyzed by restrictions

THESSALONIKI, Greece (AP) 

— Panagiotis Papadopou¬ 
los, the owner of a Greek 
company that builds and 
exports glass products like 
shower cabins, has been 
waiting three weeks to pay 
a supplier in Bulgaria. 

It’s not that he doesn’t have 
the 45,000 euros ($49,000) 
or doesn’t want to pay. It’s 
that he first needs the ap¬ 
proval of a committee run 
by the finance ministry in 
Athens. 

Any business that wants 
to pay a foreign supplier 
needs this approval be¬ 
cause the government 
is worried about money 
flowing ouf of the country 
due to its financial crisis. 
The process has created 
an administrative bottle¬ 
neck that is causing huge 
pain for Greek companies 
already struggling through 
recession. 

“They are dealing with a 
huge volume of requests,” 
Papadopoulos said of the 
committee, during a visit 
Friday to his factory outside 
the northern city of Thessa¬ 
loniki. 

Greece's restrictions on 
money transfers and with¬ 
drawals have cut the 
amount of business done 
by small and medium sized 
firms by about half, with 
three in 10 businesses suf¬ 
fering a drop of more than 
70 percent, according to a 
survey published this week 
by the national trading as¬ 
sociation GSEVEE. 
Papadopoulos is no strang¬ 
er to tough times. He sur¬ 
vived six years of recession, 
during which one in every 
four businesses around the 
country — about 200,000 

— collapsed. He’s had to 
lay off almost half of his 60 
workers. 

On June 28 fhis year, his 
job got even harder: Banks 
closed for three weeks 
and indefinite restric¬ 
tions on cash transactions 
were imposed to prevent 
banks from failing. While 
the banks have since re¬ 
opened, the government 
has kept controls on busi¬ 
ness payments abroad. 
Papadopoulos says he was 
lucky to have received a 
large supply order just be¬ 


fore the banks closed. 

“But if fhis continues. I'll 
have problems. I'll have to 
turn to the Greek market for 
supplies, but it doesn't pro¬ 
vide all the materials I use.” 
Papadopoulos heads the 
chamber of commerce in 
Thessaloniki and was due 
to meet later Friday with 
finance ministry officials to 
request that restrictions be 
relaxed. The problem ap¬ 
pears particularly acute in 
northern Greece, where 
thousands of firms have 
applied to move to neigh¬ 
boring Bulgaria to avoid 
the problem and benefit 
from much lower tax rates. 
More than 2,500 busi¬ 
nesses moved to Bulgaria 
in the last two years, ac¬ 
cording to the national 
traders’ association. Now, 
about 60,000 more busi¬ 
nesses have filed applica¬ 
tions to set up in Bulgaria, 
though that figure includes 
firms looking to create sub¬ 
sidiaries. 

Months of uncertainty sur¬ 
rounding Greece's new 
bailout deal, the bank¬ 
ing restrictions and a new 
round of government bud¬ 
get savings have pushed 
Greece back into reces¬ 
sion — but the extent of the 
downturn will largely de¬ 
pend on how quickly busi¬ 
ness can return to normal. 
In central Athens, Kather- 
ina Athanasopoulou said 
orders from Germany for 
chairs from her family-run 
workshop had been can¬ 
celed out of concern that 
the deliveries might not get 
through. 

“There are days when we 
don’t even make 5 euros,” 
she says as she painstak¬ 
ingly weaves a rush seat. 
“There is no way we will 
survive if this continues. We 
have rent to pay, taxes, 
one thing on top of anoth¬ 
er. We can't make ends 
meet." 

There were some signs of 
hope before the banking 
restrictions kicked in: un¬ 
employment fell in May 
to 25 percent from 27 the 
previous year, and non-oil 
exports rose 18 percent on 
the year in June, accord¬ 
ing to figures announced 
Friday by the Greek Statisti¬ 
cal Authority. 

This data, however, does 
not include the period 


when banks were shut 
or when restrictions were 
placed on payments out¬ 
side Greece, notes Chris¬ 
tina Sakellaridis, head of 


the Panhellenic Exporters 
Association. 

The chaos surround¬ 
ing businesses has prompt¬ 
ed economists to slash their

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Short¬ 
ly after Iran reached a 
nuclear deal with world 
powers, a local newspa¬ 
per in Tehran published an 
image that many outside 
the country would take for 
granted: An American ac¬ 
tor hawking an expensive 
watch. 

But John Travolta’s blue 
eyes staring out of the ad¬ 
vertisement, which showed 
him sitting next to NASA’s 
X-15 experimental rocket 
jet on a California runway, 
offered a dose of Ameri¬ 
cana rarely seen since the 
1979 Islamic Revolution. 
And soon, there could be 
even more. 

Businesses worldwide want 
to get into Iran, home to 
some 80 million people, oil 
and gas reserves and a siz¬ 
able middle class craving 
U.S. brands. 

Though hard-liners worry 
that could corrupt the Is¬ 
lamic nation, others have 
opened their minds to 
the idea of having them 
around. 

“We have had economic 
dealings with the United 


States in the past,” said 
Mohsen Jalalpour, head 
of Iran’sChamber of Com¬ 
merce. “Americans are 
very interested in some 
Iranian goods and some 
American goods are pop¬ 
ular with Iranians as well. 
Popularity of the brands 
and this background can 
be helpful.” 

Hundreds of thousands of 
Iranians call the U.S. home. 


Those still in Iran have ex¬ 
posure to America through 
bootleg DVDs and televi¬ 
sion shows streamed on¬ 
line via virtual private net¬ 
works allowing them to get 
around Internet censors.

But the nuclear deal. 


which would lift sanctions 
in exchange for restrictions 
on Iran’s atomic program, 
would open even more 
doors. In April, even Su¬ 
preme Leader Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei said the nuclear 
talks with the U.S. might 
lead to negotiations about 
other issues in the future. 
That's a departure from the 
decades of suspicion be¬ 
tween the two countries. 
Iranians long despised the 
U.S. for being involved in 
the 1953 coup that over¬ 
threw its elected prime 
minister and installed the 
Western-backed shah. For 
the U.S., anger over the 
embassy hostage crisis that 
saw 52 Americans held for 
444 days still lingers. 

But now, under the nuclear 
deal, businesses are look¬ 
ing at Iran as a major mar¬ 
ket. And those within want 
more access to products 
like iPhones, said Amir Rez- 
vani, the sales manager 
of Vaghaye Gostare Fars 
Co., which imports Apple 
devices.“Iranian people 
would welcome Apple and 
they love Apple products,” 
Rezvani said. “I believe the 
entrance of such compa¬ 


nies to Iran will benefit the 
people and at the same 
time, bring great profits for 
these companies.” 

Apple had no comment 
when asked about poten¬ 
tial plans for Iran. 

Even McDonald's Corp., 
whose golden arches have 
yet to be raised in Iran, has 
an online application for 
those interested in fran¬ 
chise opportunities in the 
Islamic Republic. 
McDonald’s says it has not 
“set a firm date” for ex¬ 
panding there, but some 
hard-liners are warning of 
a coming red-white-and- 
blue cultural invasion. A 
rumor of a McDonald's 
opening in Tehran in 1994 
saw the site burned down. 
“Let’s be careful that 
Americans do not replace 
sanctions with sandwich¬ 
es,” said Ezzatollah Zargha- 
mi, a hard-liner who once 
presided over Iran’s state 
broadcasting company. □ 
McDonald's declined 
to comment on its plans 
for Iran. But even now, a 
knock-off version of Mc¬ 
Donald's — “Mash Don¬ 
ald's” — exists in Tehran, 
selling burgers and fries.□ 
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North Korea snubs Japan with new time zone

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 

North Korea has no time 
for Japan. Not anymore, 
at least. The country will 
establish its own time zone 
next week by pulling back 
by 30 minutes its current 
standard time, a legacy of 
the Japanese colonial rule. 
The new time zone will take 
effect Aug. 15 — the 70th 
anniversary of Korea’s lib¬ 
eration from Japanese rule 
at the end of World War II, 
North Korea’s official Cen¬ 
tral News Agency said Fri¬ 
day. The establishment of 
“Pyongyang time” will root 
out that legacy, it said. 
Local time in North and 
South Korea and Japan 
is the same — nine hours 
ahead of GMT. It was set 
during Japan's rule over 
what was single Korea from 
1910 to 1945. “The wicked 
Japanese imperialists com¬ 
mitted such unpardonable 
crimes as depriving Ko¬ 


rea of even its standard 
time while mercilessly tram¬ 
pling down its land with 
5,000-year-long history and 
culture and pursuing the 
unheard-of policy of oblit¬ 
erating the Korean nation," 
the KCNA dispatch said. 
The North's move appears 
to be aimed at bolstering 
the leadership of young 
leader Kim Jong Un with 
anti-Japan, nationalis¬ 
tic sentiments, said Yang 
Moo-jin, a professor at the 
University of North Korean 
Studies in Seoul. Kim took 
power upon the death 
of his dictator father, Kim 
Jong II, in late 2011. 

Many Koreans, especially 
the elderly, on both sides 
of the border still harbor 
deep resentment against 
Japan over its colonial 
occupation. Hundreds of 
thousands of Koreans were 
forced to fight as front-line 
soldiers, work in slave-labor 
conditions or serve as pros¬ 
titutes in brothels operated 


by the Japanese military 
during the war. 

South Korea says it uses the 
same time zone as Japan 
because it’s more practi¬ 
cal and conforms to inter¬ 
national practice.

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Venezuela’s top beer Polar scarce amid heat wave

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Venezuelans are fac¬ 
ing the prospect of a heat 
wave without their favorite 
beer, the latest indignity 
in a country that has seen 
shortages of everything 
from disposable diapers to 
light bulbs. 

Cerveceria Polar, which 
distributes 80 percent of the 
beer in the socialist South 
American country, began 
shutting down breweries 
this week because of a 
lack of barley, hops and 
other raw materials, and 
has halted deliveries to Ca¬ 
racas liquor stores. 

“This is never-never land,” 
said Yefferson Ramirez, 
who navigated a rush 
of disgruntled customers 
Thursday behind the coun¬ 
ter at a corner store in posh 
eastern Caracas. The shop 
has been out of milk and 
bottled water for months, 
but the beer shortfall is pro¬ 
voking a new level of irrita¬ 
tion. 

“People more freaked out 
about losing beer than wa¬ 
ter — it shows how distorted 
our priorities have become 
here,” Ramirez said. 


Some of the customers 
walking away empty- 
handed headed a few 
blocks down to El Tigre, 
a prime showcase of the 
country’s beer culture, 
where people while away 
balmy nights with a steady 
stream of light beer that 
comes in undersized bot¬ 
tles to ensure it never gets 
warm. Waiters ran around 
the bar’s outdoor plaza 
plopping down fresh drinks 
on plastic tables covered 
with dozens of empty bot¬ 
tles. 

El Tigre has kept going dur¬ 
ing a heat wave that has 
seen temperatures soar 
as high as 30 C (86 F) in a 
month that averages 23 C 
(about 73 F) by buying up 
all the Polar beer its waiters 
can find at supermarkets 
and selling the bottles for 
200 bolivars rather than the 
normal 150, in violation of 
government price controls. 
Angel Padra was arrang¬ 
ing his empty bottles into 
concentric circles Thurs¬ 
day night, lamenting that 
Venezuela wouldn’t be the 
same without the dark ver¬ 
sion of the popular beer. 
Polar negra. 

“I started drinking ‘negra’ 


when I was 13,” he said. 
“This is our religion. Take 
away beer and things get 
risky.” 

The shortage comes at a 
time when Venezuelans 
could use a little relaxing. 
Tensions are running high 
ahead of an election that 
the ruling party is expected 
to lose badly. A supermar¬ 
ket looting last week left 
one man dead, and in July, 
the head of Venezuela’s Li¬ 
quor Store Association was 
arrested for unexplained 
reasons after denouncing 
the shortages of beer mak¬ 
ing materials. 

It's unclear when the na¬ 
tional beer might start flow¬ 
ing again. Production can¬ 
not resume until the gov¬ 
ernment approves foreign 
currency to import raw ma¬ 


terials, according to Polar 
industrial engineer Daniela 
Escobar. 

President Nicolas Maduro 
has so far kept quiet on 
the issue, but in the past 
has accused Polar own¬ 
er Lorenzo Mendoza of 
hoarding goods to create 
the impression that Vene¬ 
zuela’s economy is in cha¬ 
os. In February he delivered 
the ultimatum, “Help our 
country or get out!” 

As with every new wave 
of shortages here, there’s 
always an upside for some¬ 
one. In this case, the liquor 
stores bearing the brunt of 
customers' anger could ul¬ 
timately benefit as people 
switch from beer to whiskey 
or rum, which have higher 
profit margins. In poorer 
neighborhoods, resellers 


are buying up the remain¬ 
ing cases of Polar beer at 
government-regulated 
prices, and illegally selling 
them at a steep markup. 
Venezuelans can still opt 
for one of the imported 
or locally-made artisanal 
beers still found in liquor 
stores. But with Heineken 
going for more than five 
times the price of Polar, it 
doesn’t seem likely many 
will switch to a posher 
alternative.“If they’re only 
selling Heineken, they’re 
not selling beer," said col¬ 
lege student Jose Vera, 
who went home to drink 
rum after failing to find Po¬ 
lar at liquor stores Thursday. 
Even though he kicked 
off the weekend beer- 
free, Vera didn’t seem too 
worried. a

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Puerto Rico senator seeks funds to make missed bond payment 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 

— A Puerto Rico senator 
filed a resolution Friday that 
would reassign $94 million 
to the island's Government 
Development Bank so it 
can make a bond pay¬ 
ment that the U.S. territory 
missed earlier this week. 
Sen. Gilberto Rodriguez 
said the money would 


come from a fund slated 
for other upcoming bond 
payments. 

The resolution has not been 
debated. 

The island’s legislature re¬ 
convenes in one week. 
Puerto Rico's Public Fi¬ 
nance Corporation missed 
an Aug. 1 deadline to 
make a $58 million pay¬ 


ment on moral obligation 
bonds. 

It made a partial payment 
of $628,000 in interest but 
did not have enough mon¬ 
ey to pay the remainder. 
The non-payment prompt¬ 
ed OppenheimerFunds Inc. 
and Franklin Advisers Inc. to 
issue a letter addressed to 
Puerto Rico’s Government 


Development Bank de¬ 
manding that bondholders 
be paid. 

“The path that the current 
administration has cho¬ 
sen will steer Puerto Rico 
towards litigation and cre¬ 
ate further deterioration in 
the capital markets’ trust 
in Puerto Rico,” the Aug. 
5 letter said. “We hereby 


demand that (the Public 
Finance Corporation) take 
all actions necessary to col¬ 
lect on the Notes." 

Puerto Rico is struggling 
with $72 billion in public 
debt that the governor 
has said is unpayable and 
needs restructuring as the 
island enters its ninth year 
of economic stagnation.^ 


Cuba plans boating boom as US luxury ships head to Havana

HAVANA (AP) — A $3 mil¬ 
lion yacht left Key West this 
week with two barbeque 


grills, 250 channels of sat¬ 
ellite TV and a just-in-case 
plan for rescuing stranded 
Cuban rafters encountered 
in the Florida Straits. 


After four hours smooth sail¬ 
ing, the Still Water tied up 
at Plavana’s Plemingway 
Marina. The well-heeled 
passengers breakfasted on 


smoked salmon and pas¬ 
tries, then boarded an air- 
conditioned Cuban gov¬ 
ernment bus for a day of 
touring the city. 


The Cold War made the 
Florida Straits into a stage 
for nuclear showdown and 
a graveyard for thousands 
of Cuban rafters seeking 


better lives in the United 
States. Now, normalization 
of the long-tortured U.S.- 
Cuba relationship is trans¬ 
forming the 90 miles be¬ 


tween the U.S. and Cuba 
back into a playground 
for hulking cruise ships and 
sleek luxury yachts. 

For the first time in decades, 
the U.S. government is au¬ 
thorizing a wide range of 
large-scale sea travel to 
Cuba. Since declaring de¬ 
tente in December, the 
Obama administration has 
issued permits to dozens of 
sailboats, 

at least five ferry compa¬ 
nies, four cruise lines and 
the Palm Beach-based 
yacht broker that char¬ 
tered out the Still Water. 
The 78-foot yacht features 
satellite Internet, four state¬ 
rooms and a wet bar. 

“It's a little bubble. You 
can have the comforts of 
home in Plavana,” said Jim 
Friedlander, president of 
Academic Arrangements 
Abroad, 

which helped organize the 
trip. 

Cuban tourism officials 
and U.S. boating aficiona¬ 
dos and entrepreneurs are 
salivating about a possible 
return to the go-go days 
before Cuba’s communist 
revolution, when thousands 
of well-heeled Americans a 
year sailed to Plavana for 
long weekends of fropical 
leisure. 

“Whaf’s fhe natural mar¬ 
ket for naufical tourism in 


Cuba? The United States 
of America — the No. 1 
country in the internation¬ 
al yachting market," said 
Jose Miguel Diaz Escrich, 
commodore of the Inter¬ 
national Plemingway Nau¬ 
tical Club of Cuba. “We're 
talking about tens of thou¬ 
sands of yachts that might 
come.” 

Fidel Castro in 2005 called 
cruise ships “floating hotels” 
that “leave their trash, their 
empty cans and papers for 
a few miserable cents." But 
under his brother and suc¬ 
cessor as president, Raul 
Castro, the government 
appears to have no such 
reservations. 

Cuba has been rapidly ap¬ 
proving port calls by U.S. 
cruise ships and planning 
new marinas with thou¬ 
sands of slips for yachts in 
the polluted Bay of Plavana 
and at the white-sand re¬ 
sort of Varadero, about a 
90-minute drive away. 

Even the first stirrings of a 
boating boom are giving 
rise to surreal, 

startling contrasts as in¬ 
creasing numbers of ex¬ 
pensive pleasure boats 
ply waters where Cuban 
fishermen bob on taped- 
together chunks of pack¬ 
ing foam and a rising flood 
of emigrants head north on 
rickety rafts. □

Mexico fines debt collectors $12 million for harassment 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — Com¬ 
plaints about harassment 
by debt collectors have 
more than tripled in Mexi¬ 
co, with Mexicans 
unhappy over late-night or 
early-morning phone calls 
dunning them for debts 
they often don’t even owe. 
The head of fhe counfry’s 
agency for profecfing 


bank customers, Mario di 
Constanzo, said Friday that 
it has levied 

about $12 million in fines 
against collection agen¬ 
cies that work tor banks or 
other financial entities. 

Di Constanzo said 16,201 
complaints were registered 
in the first six months of this 
year, compared to 4,997 in 


the same period of 2014. 
Pie said abouf half of fhis 
year’s complainfs involved 
people geffing calls abouf 
debts they didn't owe. 

The next biggest causes of 
complaints 

were late-night calls or 
calls in which collectors 
used threats or insults. Both 
are prohibited by federal 


regulafions. 

Mexico's banking sector 
has a high level of past-due 
debt. 

But banks in Mexico don’t 
do a very good job keep¬ 
ing track of their customers, 
checking 

out references or making 
sure the phone numbers 
listed on credit applications 


actually belong to borrow¬ 
ers. The collection agencies 
they contract are even less 
careful. 

Under current laws, 
anyone complaining of 
harassment must attend 
a hearing and prove the 
debt isn’t owed before the 
calls can be stopped.Q

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Louise Suggs, 
LPGA founder 
and Hall of 
Famer, dies

Louise Suggs, an LPGA 
founder and among the 
best women to ever play 
with 61 wins and 11 majors, 
died Friday. She was 91. 
The LPGA Tour said she 
died in a hospice in Sara¬ 
sota, Florida, of natural 
causes. 

Suggs was perhaps the 
most influential player in 
LPGA history. Along with 
being one of the 13 found¬ 
ers in 1950, she served as 
LPGA president three times 
and was inducted into the 
World Golf Flail of Fame 
and the LPGA Teach and 
Professional Hall of Fame. 

“I feel like the LPGA lost 
a parent," Commissioner 
Mike Whan said. “But I’m 
extremely confident that 
her vision, her competitive¬ 
ness, and most importantly 
her spirit, will be with this or¬ 
ganization forever.” 

The LPGA Tour rookie of 
the year award is named 
after Suggs. She won ev¬ 
ery season of her profes¬ 
sional career and was the 
first player to capture the 
career Grand Slam at the 
1957 LPGA Championship. 
She finished her career with 
$190,251 in earnings. 

A steady presence at 
LPGA’s biggest events, 
her support of women’s 
golf never wavered and 
Suggs never lost her sharp 
tongue. She was at the 
LPGA awards dinner in 
2007 where Angela Park 
won the Louise Suggs 
Rookie of the Year award 
by earning $983,922. 

“I wish like hell I could have 
played for this kind of mon¬ 
ey,” Suggs said. “But if not 
for me, they wouldn’t be 
playing for it, either.”

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Family files wrongful death suit against Tony Stewart

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — The 

family of a young driver 
struck and killed by Tony 
Stewart’s car on an upstate 
New York dirt track filed 
a wrongful death lawsuit 
against the NASCAR star 
Friday. 

The lawsuit was filed as 
Stewart returns to Watkins 
Glen International on the 
one-year anniversary of the 
fatal crash. 

The lawsuit accuses Stewart 
of gross negligence, saying 
he gunned his engine and 
put his car into a skid as 
20-year-old Kevin Ward Jr. 
walked on the track after 
a crash at Canandaigua 
Motorsports Park on Aug. 9, 
2014. The car struck Ward, 
and he was killed. 

A grand jury declined to 
indict Stewart, who at the 
time called it “100 percent 
an accident.” A toxicol¬ 
ogy report found Ward had 
marijuana in his system. 


There was no comment 
from Stewart, who was 
with his crew in the garage 
before a final practice Fri¬ 
day afternoon. Stewart- 
Haas Racing, the NASCAR 


Sprint Cup team Stewart 
co-owns, also declined 
comment. Ward's parents, 
Kevin and Pamela Ward, 
requested a jury trial seek¬ 
ing unspecified monetary 


damages, claiming wrong¬ 
ful death, reckless conduct, 
gross negligence and their 
son’s terror and suffering. 
“Our son was truly the light 
of our lives and we miss him 


terribly every day,” they 
said in a statement. "Our 
hope is that this lawsuit will 
hold Tony Stewart respon¬ 
sible for killing our son and 
show him there are real 
consequences when some¬ 
one recklessly takes anoth¬ 
er person's life." 

There was no immediate 
comment from Stewart. 
Stewart, who frequently 
races in extracurricular 
events as a hobby, was 
participating in a sprint 
race on a dirt track when 
Ward crashed into a wall 
after a bump with Stewart. 
The lawsuit notes Stewart’s 
reputation for having a tem¬ 
per and claims that Stewart 
deliberately veered toward 
Ward after the collision. 
"Stewart could have easily 
acted reasonably and with 
prudence to avoid strik¬ 
ing Ward, just as all other 
drivers had done as they 
passed Ward during the 
yellow caution flag,” the 
lawsuit statesO

SAN ANTONIO (AP) — 

Leaving no doubt that 
he’ll be ready for the Rio 
Olympics, Michael Phelps 
turned in his fastest time 
in the 200-meter butterfly 
since setting the world re¬ 
cord in a high-tech suit six 
years ago. 

Phelps’ stunner — 1 min¬ 
ute, 52.94 seconds at 
the U.S. national cham¬ 
pionships — came after 
months of lackluster per¬ 
formances and problems 
away from the pool. 

It would have been good 
enough for gold at the 


2012 London Olympics, 
where he finished sec¬ 
ond behind Chad le 
Clos’ time of 1:52.96, or 
to win at this year’s world 
championships in Kazan, 
Russia, where Hungary’s 
Laszlo Cseh took the title 
in 1:53.48. 

“This next year is going to 
be pretty damn fun," said 
Phelps, who unleashed 
one of the biggest cel¬ 
ebrations of his career 
when he saw the time. 
Phelps held up one finger 
— leaving no doubt he’s 
No. 1 — and pounded the 
water defiantly, first with 
one hand, then with both. 


It showed just how much 
he wanted to post a fast 
time at nationals after be¬ 
ing denied a spot at the 
world championships. 
Phelps was kicked off the 
U.S. team for Kazan as 
part of his punishment for 
a second drunken-driving 
arrest. So he came to San 
Antonio and posted a 
time that will surely send 
ripples all the way to Rus¬ 
sia. 

“I wish I was there,” Phelps 
said, “but I'm glad I'm 
here.” 

With the stands nearly 
full — despite another 
100-degree day in south 



Texas — and fans packed 
around the railings at one 
end of the pool, Phelps 
seized the moment. He 
went out in 25.14 seconds, 
significantly faster than he 
went during the morning 
preliminaries, and left no 
doubt that he was racing 
more than just the seven 
other swimmers in the “A'' 
final. He kept up the blis¬ 
tering pace right to the 
end, touching the wall a 
full body-length ahead of 


runner-up Jack Conger 
(1:54.54). It was Phelps’ 
best performance in one 
of his signature events 
since he set the world re¬ 
cord of 1:51.51 at the 2009 
world championships in 
Rome — a meet remem¬ 
bered for its assault on the 
record book with nearly 
everyone wearing rub¬ 
berized suits that were 
soon banned by FINA for 
making a mockery of the 
sport.□

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Jim Furyk builds big lead at Bridgestone Invitational

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Jim 

Furyk is two rounds away 
from erasing a couple of 
bad memories at Firestone. 
Even with a bogey on his 
last hole for the second 
straight day, Furyk did 
plenty right Friday in the 
Bridgestone Invitational for 
another 4-under 66 that 
gave him a four-shot going 
into the weekend of this 
World Golf Championship. 
Furyk ran off three birdies 
in a four-hole stretch late in 
his round to reach 8-under 
132. 

It’s a familiar position for 
Furyk at Firestone, where 
he has done everything 
right except leave with 
the trophy. During a sev¬ 
en-hole playoff against 
Tiger Woods in 2001, Furyk 
missed three birdie putts 
inside 12 feet for the win, 
and Woods finally closed 
him out on the 79th hole of 
the tournament. 

More painful was three 
years ago, when Furyk led 
wire-to-wire and was in the 
18th fairway on Sunday 
when one bad swing led 
to a double bogey and he 
lost by one. 

Furyk doesn't see this as a 
shot at redemption. 

“I would say that I’m dis¬ 
appointed I’ve never won 
here,” he said. “It's one 
of my favorite courses we 
play. But to have like a

chip on my shoulder? No. 
It's another year and op¬ 
portunity, and we're only 
halfway. I’m going to try 
to do the same things this 
weekend and not really 
look at the leaderboard 
that much and go try to 
shoot under par." 

It might take every bit of 
that considering the cast 
behind him. 

Bubba Watson (66) and 
Dustin Johnson (67), whose 
power is suited for this mon¬ 
ster of a course, joined 
Shane Lowry of Ireland (66) 
at 4-under 136. Henrik Sten- 
son (69) and Graeme Mc¬ 
Dowell (71) were among 


those another shot behind. 
Masters and U.S. Open 
champion Jordan Spieth 
got within two shots of the 
lead when he chipped in 
for birdie on the third hole 
(his 12th of the round). He 
followed with back-to- 
back bogeys to drop back 
about the time Furyk was 
starting to pull away. 

The wind was swirling, and 
Spieth says he didn’t miss 
a shot during a four-hole 
stretch when he made two 
bogeys. The good news? In 
his sixth round at Firestone, 
Spieth finally broke par with 
a 68 that left him six shots 
behind. 


“It goes with the bigger 
goal of trying to give myself 
a chance to win this cham¬ 
pionship,” Spieth said. “It 
wasn’t going to happen 
shooting even.” 

Spieth would have to win 
this week to replace Rory 
Mcllroy at No. 1 in the 
world. Only 19 players from 
the 77-man field remained 
under par.“When it's play¬ 
ing firm and fast, it’s tough,” 
Johnson said. “Jim shoot¬ 
ing 8 under for two rounds, 
that’s really impressive. Ob¬ 
viously, he’s doing every¬ 
thing pretty well, which this 
golf course calls for. Every 
club in your bag you've 


got to hit well."Even with 17 
wins on the PGA Tour, Furyk 
knows disappointment as 
well as anyone. During his 
four-year victory drought 
he ended this year at Hil¬ 
ton Head, Furyk had seven 
runner-up finishes that in¬ 
cluded two majors. 

But he recently read a 
story that mentioned the 
amount of scars that golf¬ 
ers suffer from losing and 
how much it affects them. 
“Everyone’s got them out 
here,” he said. “There isn’t 
anyone that doesn’t have 
scars and doesn’t have a 
memory when they step 
up on a tee where the last 
two times they hit it left in 
the water and then you've 
got to step up on the tee 
and rip one down the mid¬ 
dle. So it's happened to all 
of us. It’s how you handle 
those situations that end 
up making or breaking you 
and your career.” 

Furyk’s win at Hilton Head 
put him in the conversation 
for the World Golf Hall of 
Fame — 17 wins, a major, 
and 20 years of so much 
consistency that he has 
amassed more than $60 
million in earnings. 

For now, he'll settle for an¬ 
other Hall of Fame. 

Furyk, whose grew up in 
Pennsylvania and whose 
parents are from Pitts¬ 
burgh, struck up a rela¬ 
tionship with Jerome Bettis 
years ago. □

CANTON, Ohio (AP) - Tim 

Brown kept doing the math 
as the years ticked by and 
the phone call from the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame nev¬ 
er came. So did Charles 
Haley. 

Not Jerome Bettis. 

Forget the politics. Forget 
the bold-faced names 
nearing eligibility (hello La- 
Dainian Tomlinson). Forget 
about the statistics, the 
wholly appropriate nick¬ 
name, or even the Super 
Bowl ring that defined his 
singular career. The sixth¬ 
leading rusher in NFL history 
didn't want to hear any of 
it. 

Bettis wanted his final steps 
as a football player to take 
place in Canton. Badly. 
So while Haley and Brown 
did their best to remain po¬ 
litically correct every time 
they were passed over, the 
Pittsburgh Steelers running 
back went the other way. 

“I didn't care about the 
guys coming up behind 
me,” Bettis said Friday. “I 
cared about me! C’mon. 
Get me in!” 

Relax. After five years of 
waiting (and more than a 
little campaigning), there’s 
a bust waiting 
for The Bus, who will have 
plenty of company on 
stage when the Class of 
2015 officially joins foot¬ 
ball’s most exclusive frater¬ 
nity Saturday night. 

The diverse eight-man 
group Bettis headlines rep¬ 
resents the value of pa¬ 
tience. Linebacker Junior 
Seau is the only one in the 
group to get in during his 
first year of eligibility. The 
rest are football lifers who 
wondered if they'd have 
to spend the rest of their 
lives waiting on the front 
step hoping to be invited 
inside. 

Haley collected five Super 
Bowl rings and 100 1-2 ca¬ 
reer sacks playing for San 
Francisco and Dallas, but 
was puzzled for a decade 
why the guys he won titles 
with got their due and not 
him. 

Brown worked 17 seasons 
as one of the league's most 
productive wide receivers 
- 16 in the unique crucible 


that came with playing for 
Al Davis’ Raiders. Brown 
was a game breaker who 
made up with relentless ef¬ 
ficiency what he lacked in 
flash or ego on his way to 
1,094 receptions. Despite 
the impressive resume, 
it didn't stop doubt from 
creeping in as contempo¬ 
raries Jerry Rice, Cris Carter 
and Andre Reid earned 
their gold jackets. Brown 
even told his wife that if he 
didn't make it in 2015 he 
might as well “put this Hall 
of Fame thing to bed and 
pick it up 10 years from 
now.” 

“I was definitely one of the 
guys I thought when I finally 
did hear the call I'd be like 
'it’s about time,’" Brown 
said. “But man I couldn’t 
do anything but cry.” 

Like Brown, Kansas City 
mainstay Will Shields never 
won a title. Still, he visited 
Hawaii so often after mak¬ 
ing the Pro Bowl -12 times in 
all - he should have bought 
a time share. It took four 
years for him to become 
only the third right guard 


enshrined. 

“You’re not sure how to 
act,” Shields said Friday. 
“You wonder, 'How are 
you supposed feel if you 
get in the first year, the sec¬ 
ond?’ Then by the fourth 
year, you're pretty docile 
by then." 

Just no less grateful. 

Center Mick Tinglehoff 
snapped the ball in four 
Super Bowls for Minnesota, 
most of the time to Fran 
Tarkenton. Tarkenton will 
return the favor when the 
Hall of Fame quarterback 
presents the 75-year-old 
Tinglehoff nearly four de¬ 
cades after their final play 
together.

NEW YORK (AP) — When 
Apple announced new 
iPod music players a few 
weeks ago, many people 
asked why anyone would 
need iPods when smart¬ 
phones can play music 
and more. I had that ques¬ 
tion myself — until I remem¬ 
bered I've been carrying 
an iPod almost every day, 
mostly for my runs. 

There are times a stand¬ 
alone device such as an 
iPod works better than a 
jack-of-all-trades like a 
smartphone. A stand-alone 
device does one or two 
things, but does them really 
well. 

Of course, this means one 
more thing to buy and car¬ 
ry, so the phone is often sim¬ 
pler. But here are ways you 
might find a stand-alone 
device preferable. 

MUSIC PLAYERS 
Sure, I can listen to music on 
my smartphone, but it’s not 
convenient on a run. The 
iPod Nano is much easier to 
carry, and all the music and 
podcasts on it doesn’t eat 
up space on my phone. 
Apple just updated all three 
iPod models, but only the 
iPod Touch changed sig¬ 
nificantly. The Touch is es¬ 


sentially an iPhone without 
the cellular connection, so 
it isn’t really a stand-alone 
music player. The ones that 
are — the Nano and the 
Shuffle — got only minor up¬ 
dates, namely in the choic¬ 
es of color. 

Then again, as a device 
designed to play audio, 
neither needs a super-fast 
processor. The $49 Shuffle 
is cheaper than the $149 
Nano, but the Shuffle lacks 
a display and gives you 
fewer options to choose 


songs, forward or rewind. 
The Nano also has an FM 
receiver and fitness-track¬ 
ing capabilities — though a 
stand-alone fitness device 
is better for that. 

FITNESS DEVICES 
I’ve worn smartwatches like 
the Apple Watch and gen¬ 
eral-purpose fitness trackers 
like the Fitbit. I’ve also used 
my phone and the Nano to 
track my workouts. 

None of that beats my 
Garmin GPS sports watch, 
which specializes in track¬ 


ing running, cycling and 
swimming workouts. 

That’s not to say the other 
devices aren’t good. The 
Apple Watch is quite ac¬ 
curate when you have an 
iPhone with you, as it bor¬ 
rows the phone's GPS. The 
high-end Fitbit Surge model 
comes with GPS, as does 
Sony's SmartWatch 3 and 
Microsoft’s Band. 

But the Garmin watches 
I’ve used do a lot more. 
You can record splits, such 
as the time it takes to com¬ 


plete a lap. For pace, you 
can choose to display cur¬ 
rent pace, average pace 
for the whole run or aver¬ 
age pace since the last 
split. 

The model I currently use, 
the Forerunner 310XT, is 
bulky and isn’t meant for all¬ 
day use. There’s no touch 
screen or anything fancy. 
But it’s great for what it’s 
supposed to do. Plus, be¬ 
cause it's an older model, 
you can find one for well 
below the $250 suggested 
retail price. 

E-BOOK READERS 
With a stand-alone reader. 
I’m not constantly tempted 
to check email and Face- 
book, as I am reading on a 
tablet. In addition, e-reader 
screens are typically bet¬ 
ter than tablets outdoors 
because they have to be 
only good for displaying 
black-and-white text — not 
colorful video, photos or 
magazines. With tablets, 
you have glare. 

I’ve found Amazon’s Kin¬ 
dles among the best e- 
readers. They tend to be 
slimmer and lighter than 
other readers, and they 
have reading-related ex¬ 
tras, such as more informa¬ 
tion on characters, places 
and terms in a novel. □

LAS VEGAS (AP) — A top 

Obama administration of¬ 
ficial says the government 
and the data security 
community need to focus 
on building trust so informa¬ 
tion about cyber threats 
can be shared between 
them for the greater good. 
Alejandro Mayorkas, dep¬ 
uty secretary of the De¬ 
partment of Homeland Se¬ 
curity, says he recognizes 
that a trust deficit exists 
between the government 
and those who deal with 
data security, but says that 
needs to change. 

“The best way to address 
the trust deficit is to build 
trust,” Mayorkas said dur¬ 
ing his address Thursday at 
the final day of the annual 


Black Hat hacker confer¬ 
ence in Las Vegas. “That's 
probably not an overnight 
process. It’s probably an 
incremental process, but 
let's take the steps we 
need to.” 

But several people in the 
crowd of hackers and in¬ 
formation security profes¬ 
sionals expressed concern 
that any information about 
cyber threats shared with 
the government could be 
used against them. 

The federal government 
also has come under fire in 
recent months for its own 
failures in cybersecurity. 
Last month, Katherine Ar¬ 
chuleta, director of the 
federal Office of Personnel 
Management, resigned in 
the wake of a government 
data breach that is be¬ 


lieved to be the biggest in 
U.S. history. 

Hackers downloaded So¬ 
cial Security numbers, 
health histories or other 
highly sensitive data from 
OPM’s databases, affect¬ 
ing more than five times 
the 4.2 million people the 
government first disclosed 
this year. Since then, the 
administration acknowl¬ 
edged a second, related 
breach of systems housing 
private data that individu¬ 
als submit during back¬ 
ground investigations to 
obtain security clearances. 
Among the data the hack¬ 
ers stole: criminal, financial, 
health, employment and 
residency histories, as well 
as information about fami¬ 
lies and acquaintances. 
The second, larger attack 


affected more than 19 mil¬ 
lion people who applied 
for clearances, as well 
as nearly 2 million of their 
spouses, housemates and 
others. 

Mayorkas acknowledged 
that the cybersecurity of 
some government agen¬ 
cies is more advanced 
than others, but added 
that the White House has 


recently taken drastic 
steps to heighten overall 
governmental cyberse¬ 
curity. Meanwhile, it’s also 
involved in ongoing efforts 
to invest in research and 
development in the area. 
Later on Thursday, hackers 
Runa Sandvik and Michael 
Auger spoke about how 
they managed to hack a 
Wi-Fi-enabled rifle. □

SeaWorld says its theme 
park attendance is still fall¬ 
ing as animal activists pro¬ 
test the company’s treat¬ 
ment of whales, but the 
company says some of its 
parks are doing better as it 
prepares to launch a pair 
of new roller coasters. 

The company also main¬ 
tained its annual outlook, 
and its shares rose more 
than 4 percent. 

SeaWorld has been trying 
to recover from the 2013 
documentary film “Black- 
fish” that suggested its 
treatment of captive orcas 
provokes violent behavior. 
Park attendance dropped 
after the release of the 
documentary and the 
company’s stock has fall¬ 
en 50 percent over the last 
two years. 

The company says atten¬ 
dance at the original Sea 
World, in San Diego, is still 
hurting. Legislators in Cali¬ 
fornia have proposed ban¬ 
ning performances featur¬ 
ing orcas, which has kept 
criticism of SeaWorld in the 
news. 

The company says busi¬ 
ness in its Florida parks was 
better in the second quar¬ 
ter and says the biggest 
problem at those locations 
is tough competition, not 
fallout from “Blackfish.” 
Its overall attendance fell 
about 2 percent. 

New President and CEO 
Joel Manby said in May 
that competing theme 
parks in Orlando have 
done a better job of add¬ 
ing exciting attractions. 
The company is prepar¬ 
ing a shark-themed roller 
coaster at SeaWorld Orlan¬ 
do and an Egypt-themed 


coaster at Busch Gardens 
Tampa. Both are sched¬ 
uled to open in 2016. 

A year ago the company 
also said it will build new, 
larger orca environments 
at its parks. The first such 
tank will be in San Diego 
and it will open to the pub¬ 
lic in 2018. 

SeaWorld Entertainment 
Inc. runs 11 theme parks, 
including three SeaWorld 
locations and two Busch 
Gardens parks. 

Its second-quarter profit 
and revenue both fell short 
of expectations. On top 
of the hit to its reputation, 
SeaWorld said heavy rain 
in Texas and earlier Spring 
Break vacations hurt atten¬ 
dance at its parks. 
Comcast Corp. said reve¬ 
nue from its Universal theme 


parks climbed 26 percent 
in the second quarter. 

The main reason was strong 
performance for “The Wiz¬ 
arding World of Harry Pot¬ 
ter - Diagon Alley” in Or¬ 
lando. The Walt Disney Co. 
also said theme park atten¬ 
dance improved in its latest 
quarter. 

The Themed Entertainment 
Association says atten¬ 
dance at Universal Studios 
and Disney's Magic King¬ 
dom improved last year 
while SeaWorld Orlando 
attendance fell 8 percent 
and attendance at Busch 
Gardens Tampa edged up 
1 percent. 

SeaWorld said those num¬ 
bers were only estimates 
and not as reliable as its 
own figures, but it said 
overall attendance fell 4 


percent for the year. 
Despite the disappoint¬ 
ing second-quarter results, 
the company repeated its 
guidance for earnings be¬ 
fore interest, taxes, depre¬ 
ciation and amortization, a 
measure of how profitable 
a company’s operations 
are. 

The company reported a 
second-quarter profit of 
$5.8 million, or 7 cents per 
share, down from $37.4 mil¬ 
lion a year earlier.

McDonald’s cuts 225 jobs to help revive business 


Verizon will drop 
phone 
contracts, 
end discounted 
cell phone sales

YORK (AP) — Verizon, the 
nation's largest wireless 
provider, will stop offer¬ 
ing phones at discounted 
prices when customers sign 
two-year service contracts. 
The move was made in the 
name of simplification, but 
it could result in some cus¬ 
tomers paying more. 

All wireless carriers have 
been trying to wean cus¬ 
tomers off subsidies, in 
which a $649 iPhone 6 
goes for $200 with a two- 
year contract. Instead, 
carriers have been en¬ 
couraging people to buy 
phones outright by paying 
monthly installments. A few 
carriers, namely Sprint, also 
offer leasing options for a 
lower monthly fee, but the 
customer doesn't get to 
keep and resell the phone 
without additional pay¬ 
ments. Verizon is the sec¬ 
ond national carrier, after 
T-Mobile, to end subsidies 
entirely for new customers. 
Existing customers will be 
able to keep current plans. 
Verizon says there will be 
restrictions, but it didn’t 
elaborate. For instance, it 
wasn’t immediately clear 
whether customers keep¬ 
ing the current plan would 
still qualify for subsidized 
phones. 

Under the new plans, 
which take effect Aug. 13, 
prices for voice, text and 
data services will drop by 
roughly $20 per month 
compared with subsidized 
plans. But customers will 
no longer get the subsidies 
on the phone, valued at 
about $19 for an iPhone 6. 
Verizon is also streamlin¬ 
ing its data options to four 
main options, ranging from 
“small” at 1 gigabyte to 
“x-large” at 12 gigabytes, 
all sharable under family 
plans. Verizon currently has 
15 options ranging from 0.5 
gigabyte to 100 gigabytes. 
Two gigabytes is plenty for 
most single-line custom¬ 
ers, though a few hours of 
streaming video could eat 
that upO 


NEW YORK (AP) — McDon¬ 
ald’s says it is cutting about 
225 corporate jobs as part 
of a push intended to revi¬ 
talize its flagging business. 
The world’s biggest ham¬ 
burger chain says the cuts 
include about 135 positions 
at its corporate headquar¬ 
ters in Oak Brook, Illinois, 
where it says it has about 
2,100 employees. An ad¬ 
ditional 90 positions are 


being cut overseas, the 
company said. It says em¬ 
ployees were notified last 
month. 

The move comes as Mc¬ 
Donald’s Corp. CEO Steve 
Easterbrook has said he will 
target $300 million in cost 
cuts by 2017 and reorga¬ 
nize the company so it can 
react more quickly to the 
changing fast-food indus¬ 
try. As sales have struggled. 


McDonald's has conced¬ 
ed that it failed to keep 
pace with changing tastes. 
In its flagship U.S. market, 
the company last month 
reported its seventh straight 
quarterly decline in sales at 
established locations. 
McDonald's also cut 63 
jobs in December and 65 
more in January at its head¬ 
quarters, said Jeff Mochal, 
a McDonald's spokesman. 


The previous cuts were re¬ 
lated to the removal of a 
management layer be¬ 
tween U.S. franchisees and 
the corporate office, he 
said. 

The latest round of cuts in 
July, which affected a va¬ 
riety of positions for global 
operations, brings the total 
number of job reductions 
since late last year to more 
than 3500

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Saudi Arabia: 

Video sparks concern over harassment of women

DUBAI, United Arab Emir¬ 
ates (AP) — In a minute- 
long video uploaded to 
YouTube last month, two 
young Saudi women walk 
along the waterfront prom¬ 
enade in the kingdom's 
Red Sea city of Jiddah as 
a group of young men jeer 
and follow them until the 
women become visibly agi¬ 
tated. 

The video went viral and 
set off a rare public debate 
on the rights of women in a 
country which distinguishes 
itself as an Islamic state that 
upholds one of the strictest 
segregation of the sexes in 
the world. 

Rights activists and com¬ 
mentators lambasted the 
men in the video for sexually 
harassing the women, who 
wore traditional black flow¬ 
ing robes known as abayas, 
along with face veils. Public 
outrage, expressed in the 
media and online, prompt¬ 
ed a police investigation, 
and state-linked media re¬ 
ported that six of the boys 
involved were detained 
and questioned. 

Then, things took a sharp 
turn. 

Days later, another video 
emerged, purportedly 
of the same two young 
women. It was shared on 
semi-official news websites 
and carried on websites of 
privately-owned channels 
such as Rotana TV, which 
suggested it had been 
recorded just before the 
women were accosted. 

In that video, the women 
are riding a quad bike on 
the promenade as the

young men watch. One of 
the women tosses toward 
the men an "agal,” the 
black rope worn by Saudi 
men over their traditional 
checkered head cloths. 
The young men break out 
in laughter and hooting at 
the gesture. 

Suddenly, the women 
were no longer seen as 
victims by viewers who ac¬ 
cused them of being "in¬ 
decent,” and provoking 
the men. 

Though men and wom¬ 
en in Saudi Arabia work 
alongside each other in 
places such as banks and 
hospitals, unmarried men 
and women are prohib¬ 
ited from socially mixing — 
in both public and private 
— and women adhere to 
an ultraconservative dress 
code that often includes 
the full-face covering. 
Saudi women are not al¬ 
lowed to drive cars and 
riding a quad bike is no 
less offensive in the more 
conservative provinces. 
But in Jiddah, the king¬ 
dom’s cosmopolitan hub 
and seaside gateway 
for millions of Muslims pil¬ 
grims, some women do 
not cover their hair and 
the abayas are not always 
black. There are walkways 
where men and women, 
in sporty black robes, can 
stroll briskly alongside one 
another — public spaces 
that do not exist for aver¬ 
age Saudi citizens in the 
capital, Riyadh. 

Judicial adviser Yehia al- 


Shahrani told the state- 
linked Sabq news website 
he believes the women 
acted in a "seductive and 
tempting” manner. He said 
it would be unjust to inves¬ 
tigate and possibly refer 
the men to trial “without 
taking the same deserved 
action against those who 
seduced and aroused this 
to happen, which are the 
two girls.” 

He also blamed the young 
women’s parents for allow¬ 
ing their daughters to be 
in a public place around 
young men. 

The debate that emerged 
from the videos is signifi¬ 
cant — both for bringing 
the issue into the spotlight 
and for exposing struggles 
Saudi women face in pub¬ 
lic. 

The Justice Ministry says 
3,982 cases of sexual ha¬ 
rassment were registered 
over the last two years. 
However, that figure also 
includes cases of sexual 
assault and abuse, since 
there is no legal definition 
of what constitutes sexual 
harassment in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia. Saudi women’s rights 
activists and liberal pundits 
claim sexual harassment is 
all too common in the king¬ 
dom and are calling for a 
law that would criminalize 
such behavior. Regardless 
of whether a Saudi wom¬ 
an even shows her face or 
not, she is seen as "just a 
subject to harass," activist 
Tamador Alyami told The 
Associated Press.Q

Warming climate leaves Alaskans with fewer walrus to hunt

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) - Anna 
Oxereok grew up eating walrus 
in the western Alaska village of 
Wales. Today it's such a rare treat 
she can't bring herself to part with 
the plastic gallon bag of meat in 
her freezer. 

“I have to save it for something 
special," she says. 

Her brother caught two animals 
this spring and shared the meat 
and fat, but it didn’t go very far in 
the village of 150. She's thankful for 
what she got, though. It’s become 
increasingly difficult to land a wal¬ 
rus. 

Other remote communities at the 
edge of the Bering Sea also are 
seeing a steep decline in walrus 
harvested the past several years. 
Walrus, described by some as 
having a taste between veal and 
beef, is highly prized by Alaska Na¬ 
tives as a subsistence food to store 
for winter, with the adult male ani¬ 
mals averaging 2,700 pounds. The 
sale of carved ivory from the tusks, 
legal only for Alaska Natives, also 
brings in supplemental income to 
communities with high unemploy¬ 
ment rates. 

Hunters and scientists say walrus 
migration patterns are veering 
from historical hunting grounds 
as temperatures warm and the 
ocean ice used by the animals 
to dive and rest recedes farther 
north. Village elders also tell bi¬ 
ologists the wind is blowing in new 
directions. In 2013, a late-season 
icepack clustered around St. Law¬ 
rence Island, blocking hunters 
from fhe sea. 

“I think one of the biggest issues 
is that things have gotten so vari¬ 
able. It’s hard to really predict 
what’s going to happen,” said 
Jim MacCracken, Alaska walrus 
program supervisor for the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service. 

Iver Campbell and other Yup'ik 
Eskimo hunters from two St. Law¬ 
rence Island communities har¬ 
vested more than 1,100 walrus in 
2003. But a decade later, hunters 
managed to take only 555 - a frac¬ 
tion of fhe ideal of one walrus per 
resident, per year. Things still aren't 


looking any better for fhe 1,430 
residents of the villages of Gambell 
and Savoonga. The recent spring 
take was 233 walrus, according to 
preliminary Fish and Wildlife figures. 
The shore ice once served to block 
the wind for hunfers buf that's no 
longer the case, said Campbell, 
who’s lived all 64 years in Gambell, 
population 713. 

“The ice goes out real fast, melts 
real fast,” he said. “We don’t have 
anything to counter the wind and 
the rough water.” 


Their hunting practices are closely 
monitored by federal authorities to 
ensure the animals that are killed 
are not going to waste. Generally, 
such hunts don’t cause a public 
outcry in Alaska. 

In these communities, a subsis¬ 
tence lifestyle is a necessity. In 
fact, the low harvest this year re¬ 
cently prompted a donation of 
10,000 pounds of frozen halibut to 
four affected villages. 

“A decline in the subsistence har¬ 
vest really creates an economic 


of 120 harvested one walrus in 
2014, prompting city and Native 
leaders to seek assistance from the 
state. 

This year, 10 walrus were harvest¬ 
ed, according to Diomede hunter 
Robert Soolook. There's no short¬ 
age of walrus, he said, but they’re 
migrating sooner. No one has initi¬ 
ated any long-range planning to 
address the shift, but Soolook be¬ 
lieves hunters eventually will need 
to change their practices, even 
going out earlier.

Science backs that observa¬ 
tion. According to the Office of 
Naval Research, the past eight 
years have had the eight lowest 
amounts of summer sea ice on re¬ 
cord. 

Far from the state’s limited road 
system, costly store-bought food 
is not an affordable solution. At vil¬ 
lage stores, pantry staples quickly 
add up - nearly $7 for a dozen 
eggs, $15 for a gallon of milk and 
$6.25 for a loaf of basic white 
bread. People rely on the region’s 
resources for up to 80 percent of 
their diets. 


U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service shows a large Pacific bull walrus on ice in the 


disaster that threatens the health 
and welfare of the people in the 
communities," said Vera Metcalf, 
director of the Eskimo Walrus Com¬ 
mission. “So we are concerned 
about the impacts of climate 
change and the ability for our 
hunters to harvest marine mam¬ 
mals." 

Some Native communities can 
search for other animals, like do¬ 
mestic reindeer or caribou. But op¬ 
portunities aren’t as bountiful for 
Diomede on the western coast of 
Liffle Diomede Island, only a few 
miles from Russia. The community

have to start adapting,” he said. 
No federal assistance is available, 
and state aid is minimal, at best. 

Donny Olson, D- 
Golovin, said he might introduce 
legislation to allow failed subsis¬ 
tence hunts to qualify for state di¬ 
saster funds. 

Moving from her ancestral lands is 
not an option, according to Oxer¬ 
eok, an Inupiat Eskimo. Relocating 
would mean displacing everything 
she knows. 

“It’s not that simple because your 
roots are here,” she said. □

It referred amply to the 
aquarium industry and 
contained surreptitiously 
obtained footage of Taiji 
fishermen in small boats, 
herding a pod of dolphins 
into the cove, scaring them 
with loud clanging noises, 
and then repeatedly stab¬ 
bing them to death, as the 
dolphins writhed about, 
and the water turned red. 
Yagi, who acknowledged 
she didn’t even own a tri¬ 
pod until halfway through 
her first film, was delighted 
people agreed to speak 
on camera, and her film is 
largely a stream of inter¬ 
views. 

Among those interviewed 
are “The Cove” star Ric 
O’Barry and director Louie 
Psihoyos, as well as mem¬ 
bers of Sea Shepherd, an 
activist group against dol¬ 
phin and whale hunts. 

O’Barry acknowledges he 
would have included more 
Japanese people in “The 


Cove,” if he had directed. 
He trained dolphins for the 
1960s “Flipper” TV series, 
had a change of heart 
and has since devoted his 
life to defending dolphins. 
Psihoyos says he does not 
approve of picking on 
Japanese people. The Sea 
Shepherd activists appear 
friendly in their interviews. 
Both O’Barry and Psihoyos 
declined comment to The 
Associated Press, saying 
they had not yet seen the 
film. 

In previous interviews with 
AP, both have said they 
wanted to point out the 
cruelty of the dolphin kill¬ 
ing. They say only a small 
group of people in Taiji 
benefit from the slaughter, 
and have suggested other 
ways, such as tourism, to 
support the local econo¬ 
my.

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Debate shatters Fox News ratings record. Trump feels heat

NEW YORK (AP) — Don¬ 
ald Trump always boasted 
about his ratings for “Ce¬ 
lebrity Apprentice.” Now 
he can say the same thing 
about his first presidential 
debate, even if he didn’t 
like the show very much. 
Thursday’s prime-time GOP 
candidates’ forum on Fox 
News Channel reached a 
stunning 24 million viewers, 
by far the largest audience 
ever for that network and 
any cable news event. 
The closest was the 1992 
“Larry King Live” debate 
between Al Gore and Ross 
Perot on CNN, which was 
seen by 16.8 million peo¬ 
ple, the Nielsen company 
said. 

In fact, it stands as the 
most-watched television 
program of the summer so 
far, beating the last game 
of the NBA Finals and the 
women’s World Cup soc¬ 
cer finals, Nielsen said. 

The debate left front-run¬ 
ner Trump singed by the 
aggressive questioning 
of Fox's moderator team 
of Bret Baier, Megyn Kelly 
and Chris Wallace. Trump 
tweeted out criticism of 
the moderators as “not 
very good or professional” 
and retweeted a mes¬ 
sage from a supporter who 
called Kelly a “bimbo.” 

Fox News Chairman Roger 
Ailes called his moderators 
“the best political team 
ever put on television.” 
Trump became the focus 
of Thursday's forum right 
away, when Baier asked 
the 10 candidates onstage 
in Cleveland which of 
them would not pledge to 


support the eventual GOP 
nominee or run a third-par¬ 
ty candidacy. Trump was 
the only one to raise his 
hand, leading opponent 
Rand Paul to criticize him. 
Kelly's sharp first question 
noted that Trump had 
called women he didn't 
like “fat pigs, dogs, slobs 
and disgusting animals." 
When Trump suggested 
he had only insulted Rosie 
O’Donnell, Kelly corrected 
him and asked whether 
this represented the proper 
temperament for a presi¬ 
dent and left him vulner¬ 
able to charges that he is 
part of a war on women. 
Trump pointed to his lack of 
political correctness. 


“I've been very nice to you 
although I could probably 
not be based on the way 
you’ve treated me,” Trump 
told Kelly. “But I wouldn’t 
do that.” 

Wallace asked Trump two 
tough questions and, in a 
quick-moving format that 
allowed little time for follow¬ 
ups, both times came back 
at Trump for not answer¬ 
ing them. Wallace asked 
Trump to provide proof for 
his earlier statement that 
the Mexican government 
is sending criminals to the 
United States, and later 
questioned him on how he 
could be trusted to run the 
nation’s economy when his 
companies have declared 


bankruptcy four times. 

Baier asked Trump to recon¬ 
cile his past support of sin¬ 
gle-payer health care with 
his opposition to President 
Obama’s health plan, and 
what he felt he received 
in return for past political 
donations to Hillary Clinton 
and Nancy Pelosi. Kelly also 
pointed out Trump's past 
support for Democrats and 
asked, “when did you be¬ 
come a Republican?” 

“I don’t think they like me 
very much,” Trump said. 
Later, Trump wrote on 
Twitter: “I really enjoyed 
the debate tonight even 
though the @foxnews trio, 
especially @megynkel- 
ly, was not very good or 


professional.” In another 
message, he wrote that 
Kelly “really bombed." He 
retweeted several mes¬ 
sages from others who criti¬ 
cized Fox, including one 
who wrote that “Fox view¬ 
ers give low marks to bim¬ 
bo @MegynKelly.” 

On Fox after the debate, 
Kelly noted that it “creates 
an awkward dynamic” to 
have Trump attack her af¬ 
ter she has asked a tough 
question about what he 
has said and done to 
women. 

“I'm extremely proud of all 
of the moderators — they 
asked tough, important 
questions and did their job 
as journalists,” Ailes told Po¬ 
litico. “I think that was the 
best political debate team 
ever put on television. Their 
performance was out¬ 
standing." 

Fox had attracted atten¬ 
tion prior to the debate 
for deciding to include 10 
of the 17 declared can¬ 
didates in the prime-time 
debate. The other candi¬ 
dates competed in a fo¬ 
rum that began at 5 p.m. 
ET to an audience of one- 
quarter the size. Still, even 
the earlier forum attracted 
a larger audience than all 
but five of 18 Republican 
debates televised during 
the 2012 election cycle. 
The most-watched GOP 
primary debate for the 
2012 election, on ABC in 
December 2011, had 7.6 
million people, Nielsen 
said. 

Fox attracted just under 12 
million viewers for its 2012 
Election Night coverage, 
its previous standard for 
biggest audience.Q

" an NFC East showdown 
featuring the Dallas Cow¬ 
boys visiting the Philadel¬ 
phia Eagles (4:25 p.m. EDT). 


Following that game, cov¬ 
erage returns to the “Fox 
NFL Sunday” set abutting 
the red carpet, 
as the postgame show 
leads to the top of the Em¬ 
mys telecast at 8 p.m. EDT. 
Terry Bradshaw 
and Curt Menefee co-host, 
joined by analysts Howie 
Long, Jimmy Johnson and 
Michael Strahan. □
